His Majesty the King has 
addressed a Mensage to the Arch- 
Dishop of Cantorbury, expressing 
his thankfulness and satisfaction 
that his earnest desire to foln with 
His People’ in Thanksgiving has 
been accomplished. ; 

Thanksgiving Services for tha 
King’s recovery were held in al 
Churches throughout the Empire. 
Most of them were modelled upon 
the servico held in Westminster 
Abbey, at which dhe King himself, 
together with Queen and clght 
other, members of the - Royal 
Family were present. . : 

This, by the King’s .expresa 
desire, waa wvnaccompanied by 
formal State ceremonial, and was 
as aimple as it was extremely 
impressive. . Although, the prin- 
cipal giatesmen of the eguntry, the 
corpa diplomatiqne, and’ a great 
number of representative people 
were present, there was an ab- 
sence of uniform and the nave of 
the Abbey waa filled by the general 
public. , 

The Abbey service was relayed 
by wireless to the whole couitry, 
and many Churthes equipped with 
wireless receivers incorporated 


‘the Abbey iproceedings in’ their 


own services. : 

Everywhere, on the King's sug-

Now, this is a very remarkablo 
thing to behold—men ond women

. Such world-wide expressions of 
corporate rélicf and gratitude 
have, of course, been seen before. 
At the close of the Grent War, for 
example, the whole world ‘ gavo' 
vent to its thankfulness for cessa- 
tion of that ghastly porlod of 
darkness. But the rush of feeling 
then seen’ was, perhaps, even’ in 
the majority of cases, largely acl- 
fish. Men and women had for Jong 
been living In the hourly experi- 
ence or expectation of their. own 
personal suffering. of mind or 
body. When the end came it was 
from the dread -of thelr own. pain 
that they were released. e 

But ta-day we, with all our 
fellowg throughout the world, are 
met to express our thankfulness 
for another's release. 


Depth of Feeling. 


Seldom haa Lhere been seen such 
widespread.concern about the wel- 
fare of a single man as was ex- 
hibited during His Majesty's long 
{IlIncss; Thero was a unanimity 
and depth of feeling which are un- 


fortunately not often experienced. | g 


The silent crowds outside, tho 
yates of the Palace were only a 
very small part of the great num- 
ber of people who dally watched 
his progress with great anxicly. 

-What,'then, is it whieh hes 
prompted this world-wido exhibi- 
tion of disinterested ‘concern?

‘An Effective: Symbal, 


Throughout his reign tho King 

haa. devoted himself togthe untir- 
of his people His 
high office la one which carries 
with Jt yast influence for good or 
evil, and it if a matter for great 
thankfulness that he has exercised 
it so. consistently for good. The 
king of England has to-day be- 
come a symbol——an ‘effective 
symbol because active not’ merely 
symbolic, He is the symbol of 
unity and cohesion, of pence and 
sound government, af justice and 
service. His office is to be-regard- 
ed us the symbol of tho ideals of 
our Empire at {ts best. How 
great is the responsibility of this 
high position! : 
* But a ‘symbol fa only effective 
if it is adequate, It must truly 
portray that which it is intended 
to symbolise, And the * security 
of 4 throne in the present day 
rightly depends upon the. degree 
of correspondence between the 
ideala which it symbolises ‘and the 
actual life,of the King who occu. 
piles ft. The throne of King 
Georgo V. wis never so secure ag 
it is toulay hecause, in the public’ 
opinion, he fills that throne ade- 
quately, Ife has made the highest 
ideals of. hfs position the ruling 
factor of hia life. : 


Enthusinstie Gratitude: 


Now we are met for the purpose 
of expressing our gratitude for the 
King’s recovery to health, and wo 
do so with enthusiasm ‘because

Debt to Science, 


_. It is fmpossible to believe that 
it is the Divine Will that, man 
should submit to his modern foo 
anymore than to his earlier one, 
Wo therefore’ thank God that 
medical science has gained sufl- 
elent wisdom to. bo ‘able to co- 
operate with God {In overcoming 
such forces. of disease as that 
which Intely attacked the King, 
and that it is surely advancing all 
slong the line in its war against 
tho physical sufferings ‘of men. 

Our debt of gratitude to medical 
science Is enormous, I hope that 
we shall repay. handsome part of 
this debt by giving Ilborally this 
morning to the support of  hos- 
pitals in this Colony... 

But important ug.is health of 
body and mind, the health of the 
spirit of man'{s far more vital. A 
healthy, active body and mind 
controlled by an unhealthy spirit, 
are a menace, whether the mind or 
body are,those of'an individual or 
of a natlon. : 


The Law of Health, , 


The Inw of health, which - 
taing In the realm of body’ - 
mind, holds good in that of the 
apfrit. The spirit, of man, both 
individual and social, is sound and 
healthy when it co-operates, with 

od. The moral evils of human 
life are simply due to failure here. 
Man is on the road to that which 
b becoming only 
When he hag learnt to depend upon 
God, and to co-operate with Him 
Heal carer caveats of his life. 

ho World has seen the 
the Spirit’ with no aco in 
the Hfe of Jesus Christ.and in His: 
Teaching, preserved by the Chris- 
tlan Chureh, They can be aum-~ 
med up “Dependance upon God" 
and “Service of our fellow-men.'" 

There are many Deople of gond- 
wil] to-day, who are trying to fos- 
ter and develop the Bpirit « of 
{cllowshlp and brotherhood, and 
many are giving themselves splen- 
didly to the servico of their 
fellowmen, But the forces of 
selfishness’ are very strong. Tho 
primitive Inatincts of the great 
majority of us are still far from 
sublimation. Wa still * love our.

_ Fellowship of Service. 


His Majesty the King, in his 
messnge, looks forward to tho day 
when all people shall’ be bound 
together into the fellowshlp * of 
sympathy and service. This can 
only come about when we have 


learnt to love God, and all that He 


slands for, more than we love 
ourselves; to put Him first, to 
make Wis Will supreme, and to 
depend upon the guidance and the 
power of His Spirit. 

God alone, a8 we know Him in 
Jesus Christ, is worthy of the 
whole-hearted devotion of men. 
Only the majesty of His perfect 
goodness, ‘ruth, benuty snd 
strength can rightly claim man’s 
full loyalty and love. Only the 
power of His Spirit made available

This suddon 
crisis: made articulate. that ofton’ 
unspoken respect and admiration 
felt for His. Majesty. ,Tho hopes 
and fenrs of a notion wero centred 
upon. a’ sick bed. “It was realised 
then as-never before tho: loyalty 
and devotion felt by a. people for 
her King and First. Citizon, and 
not for him alone but for the 
Queen and the Royal Family who, 
during those days, felt the atrain 
of so long a watching and wait- 
ing. A common experience called 
forth a common. loyalty, 

Today in, Westminster Abbey « 
thankful monarch and a grate- 
ful people praise God that health 
has returned after long weckg of. 
illness. The Service of Thanks- 
giving will not bo a coremony of 
State; no uniform or official dress 
will be worn. Beyond a few 
places sect apart, the Abbey will 
bo open to the general public, 
and dhe service will be of the sim- 
plest possible character. « : 

That observance,in the capital 
of the Empire will have its echo 
in many a distant Ind, Round 
the world, on veldt and prairie, in 
eity and quict village, people 
of many nationalitics will bow In 
reverent and thankful prayer, 

Before the great advance. of 
1918 ‘a War correspondent’ at the 
Front entered a wayside chapel, 
und there he anw a French sol- 
dier, upon. his kneba: It was 
Marshal Foch, who had gone to 
make his ‘prayer t8 God. Let this 
generation never forget that in 
the secret places of their own Iivea 
tha men upoh whom great reapon- 
sibilities fall have their personal 
faith, It is so with the King. 

“In London,” writes a former 
member of Parliament, “there {s 
a home within the palace. which 
Js as private an any other British- 
er's cnatle. It fs in thot home 
where the King and Queen brenk- 
fast alone that the Bible is read.” 

The journalist finds one positive 
hint,‘one clue to the immense 
personal influence of His Majesty, 
“Some years ago, the King allow- 
ed it to be stnted that, as a boy, 
he had promised his mother to 
rend the Bible every day, and that 
he had kept that promise.” 

The service in which we share 
to-day is.the thanksgiving of a 
monarch to whom a@ personal faith 
has meant much, nor can we for- 
get that it is the thanksgiving of 
4 nation built upon the founda- 
tions of religion, without which 
our land would be infinitely poor- 
er. 


The Service of a King. 


Since the.King came to the 
throne in 1910 he has served the 
nation generously und with little 
regard for his own comfort, It 
is by hard work and sheer merit 
that the Throne has secured an 
unshakeable place.in our ‘national 
life. The King has stood for all 
that is best in British character 
and conduct. « 

We cannot forget those weary 
war years, Sinee then many of 
tho leaders have ‘handed up 
“their bright and shining swords.” 
Lord French, Earl Haig and then 
Marshal Foch have been called. 
The strain of those anxious times 
must have tuken its toll. Yet 
how much greater must have 
been tho anxiety to a King. It is 
almost impossible for, anyone to 
realise how heavy. ‘the’ burden 
must have been. During, that 
strenuous time the King was with 
his people. eh . 

Then, too the post war timoa 
have. not been without their dif- 
ficulties, ‘It has, been said that 
never beforo in tho history of the 
world has their been 4 generation 
like oura,. In a genge th{s may 
bo sald of cvery generation. It 
needs. little thought,'- however, 
to impress upon ‘us how unique 
has been our own day and how 
momentous the. years during 
which tho King das’ relgned. 
Thero havo becn many occasions: 
when a-false step. would have'led, 
to disuater, stretches of leanncss- 
and misunderstanding, of depres- 
sion and-gloom, and only now db 
we ace. the end of the road, .* 

We cannot bo ungreteful to one 
who has shown, #0 real a-paticnce 
and so kindly a . courage. 
Throughout the anxious times -of 
the past, Hla Majeaty - has: dis- 
played a Sige gxaraple and through, 
difficult days of War and peace has 
shown us ‘many a fino virtue,

u A Claim. 


’ This generation: is unique not 
alone in the challenge it offers to 
nations but in, its seicntific pro- 
ureas. It is an noge of aclentific 
discovery. and‘ adventure. It {a 
not for a Jayman to speak glibly 
‘of the discoveries of our day. 
One of ithe treatments to which 
the King's illneas responded was 
thut of ray therapy, 

This fact is bracketed with the 
nppeal which has been made. in 
association with the Thankagiv- 
Ing service, an appeal for-the dou- 
ble purpose, of King «Edward's 
Hospital Fund and the National 
Radium Fund. Ray — therapy 
brings us to the realm of radium, 

One of the greatest scourges of 
to-day is cancer and we are glad 
that the Thankoffering fund Is in 
part to be devoted to the attack 
on this discuse, * . 

The President of the Royal 
Collego of Physicians and Sur- 
geons issued p statement when, 
the appen} was made. I quote 
from his appeal: “It has now 
been established that In the treat- 
ment of cancer radium is an es- 
sentsJal instrument. Month by 
month the truth becomes more 
manifest, The medicu] profession 
in its attack on cancer is serlous- 
ly hampered by the Insufficiency 
ofthe supply of radium in the 
country. . It is well to remember 
that cuncer .is not confined to 
‘those who are worn by age and de- 
bility but attacks men and women 
in the full plenitude of their uac- 
fulness. This fact is illustrated 
by the statement that’ 4,000 wo-, 
men, many of them mothers of 
families' die yearly In. England 
and Wales. “The need for.radium 
is great and urgent and the sup- 
ply. {s altogether inadequate to 
mect this-need, Juman life is at! 
stuke and with it: a nation’s re- 
putation, . ‘ 

The £250,000 have been secured 
and the supply of the radium wil 
be administered by a body of trus- 
tees which it is underatood will 
have the confidence of the Gov- 
‘ernment and the medical profes- 
alon. ; , 

Our thoughts turn to those who 
suffer and it is with infinite 
thanksgiving that wo realise the 
importance of this step. Nor, 
can we allow this moment to pags 
without mention of the fact that 
{n September we shall ‘have the
